George  Alafozos,  General  Show  Chair- 
man, had  this  gem  to  pass  along  con- 
cerning The  Billion  Dollar  Exhibit.

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WAUSAU  N.O.W.  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  leadoff  speaker,  R.S.  Yeoman, dis- 
cussed the  1971  "Silver  Anniversary" 
Redbook  which  in  July  joined  ten  mil- 
lion other  Redbooks  in  circulation. 
The  Silver  Anniversary  cover  has  been 
changed  and  a page-by-page  Internal 
revision  has  been  made.  The  changes 
represent  by  far  the  greatest  inter- 
nal shakeup  in  Redbook  history.  Sev- 
eral new  colonial  coins  have  been 
added  in  several  categories, the  size 
of  mint  marks,  bibliographies,  and 
hundreds  of  other  insertions  have 
been  made. 

Mr.  Yeoman  felt  these  changes  and  a 
considerable  revision  (upward  and 
downward)  in  prices  make  the  Silver 
Anniversary  Redbook  the  exciting 
publication  of  1971* 

Mr.  Yeoman  then  introduced  a long- 
time publisher  friend  from  Iola. 

The  second  speaker, Chester  Krause, 
discussed  the  Eisenhower  dollar  and 
its  impact  on  our  hobby.  Chet  re- 
called that  much  of  the  agitation 
and  early  pressure  for  the  creation 
of  an  Ike  Dollar  had  its  beginning 
in  Iola.  When  conceived,  the  acc- 
eptance of  the  coin  was  unanimous 
at  all  political  and  social  levels; 
the  only  question  and  argument  was 
"to  have"  or  "not  have"  silver  in 
the  coin!  Chet  felt  that  the  dollar 
will  stimulate  the  whole  hobby. Right 
now,  Krause  added,  medals  are  big, 
speculation  down,  and  the  hobby  low 
but  relatively  stable.  During  this 
period  of  stability  Krause  Publica- 
tions has  undertaken  product  im- 
provement steps  including  a new 
binding  for  COINS  MAGAZINE,  com- 
puterized news  stand  servicing, and 
preliminary  work  on  a pictorial  for- 
eign coin  book  and  antique  car  maga- 
zine. 

Chet  then  Introduced  John  J. Pittman, 
President  of  the  Canadian  Numismatic 
Association,  and  President-Elect  of 

A.N.A . 


Mr. Pittman  referred  to  the  Eisenhower 
dollar  and  pointed  out  that  Canada  had 
orders  for  over  one-quarter  million 
silver  dollars  in  a matter  of  a few 
weeks.  He  felt  the  Ike  dollar  would 
be  well  received  by  the  public  in  the 
United  States.  Mr. Pittman  then  discu- 
ssed the  flood  of  fake  rare  coins  on 
the  market  and  pointed  out  that  the 
collector's  only  recourse  is  to  go  to 
the  expert  for  authentication^  .N.A  . T) 
Some  catalogs  even  unknowingly  show 
illustrations  of  fake  coins  (Chapman). 

Mr. Pittman  is  often  asked  "What  shall 
I collect?"  His  reply  is  "pick  the 
least  active  series!"  Some  countries 
have  peaked  in  popularity  (Switzerland- 
Roumania)  while  the  Latin  American 
countries  are  "hot"  now.  In  Canadian 
coins,  good  early  material  is  not 
available  at  any  cost  but  many  later 
silver  coins  nave  been  horded.  These 
huge  lots  of  silver  coins  are  being 
held  by  European  speculators  and  will 
some  day  become  available.  If  you 
collect  paper  money,  acetate  envelopes 
are  bad;  It  is  better  to  put  your  pa- 
per money  in  regular  bond  paper  enve- 
lopes to  avoid  fading  or  damage. 

In  collecting  early  series  silver 
coins,  nearly  all  have  been  dip  clean- 
ed at  one  time,  Pittman  stated.  This 
can  be  determined  under  30-power 
glass.  He  then  related  some  of  his 
experiences  visiting  the  mints  of  the 
world.  He  described  the  11-year  old 
Spanish  mint  as  the  finest  he  has  vis- 
ited (they  use  the  roller-type  dies)! 
The  mint  maintains  an  excellent  muse- 
um. The  French  mint  was  described  as 
disorganized  and  scattered  about,  but 
doing  quality  work. 

Rarity  and  its  establishment  were  dis- 
cussed briefly  with  emphasis  on  the 
treasure  troves  being  lifted  off  the 
coasts  of  Florida  and  New  England  and 
the  value  changes  they  Inhibit. 

Mr.  Pittman's  talk  ended  on  this  note: 
"Coin  collectors  are  the  most  wonder- 
ful people  in  the  world!"

The  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  coinage 
was  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
for  Claus  Spreckels,an  agent  for  the 
Hawaiian  government.  The  coins  were 
of  the  same  weight  and  fineness  of 
their  U.S.  counterparts.  The  coinage 
differed,  however,  in  the  fact  that 
all  the  coinage  was  imprinted,  with 
the  image  of  King  Kalakaua.  He  be- 
lieved this  would  add  to  his  stature 
as  an  independent  monarch. 

Jacob  Adler’s  reprint  article  on  King 
Kalakaua’ s coins  is  very  well-resear- 
ched. and  discusses  in  detail  the  ob- 
vious suspicions  aroused  as  a result 
of  this  mintage. 

Abe  Kosoff  authors  the  second  part  of 
this  28-page  reprint  on  "Money  of 
Hawaii."  Kosoff^s  article, more  gene- 
ral in  nature,  discusses  some  of  the 
earlier  systems  of  Hawaiian  monetary 
exchange  as  well  as  the  contemporary. 
Included  in  the  almost  50  illustra- 
tions are  specimens  of  rare  planta- 
tion scrip,  these  being  the  earliest 
of  Hawaiian  money. 


"GERMAN  SIEGE  PIECES  FROM  THE  16TH 
TO  THE  18TH  CENTURY" 


If  you  happen  to  be  intrigued  by 
the  unusual  and  unique  in  numis- 
matics, this  article  definitely 
deserves  your  attention. 


"WAR  PRISONER  MONEY  AND  MEDALS" 

A shortage  in  currency  is  often  a 
result  of  national  war  conditions, 
creating  the  necessity  of  issuing 
special  money  for  the  use  by  pri- 
soners of  war. 

Both  paper  and  metal  have  been  em- 
ployed and  specifically  designed 
for  use  in  prisoner  internment 
camps  only.  Thus,  a P.O.W.  was 
unable  to  buy  articles  in  the  or- 
dinary channels  of  national  com- 
merce, prohibiting  a means  of 
staple  procurement  if  he  chanced 
an  escape. 

In  his  24-page  reprint  from  The 
Numismatist,  Mr.  Kisch  illustrates 
and  discusses  a variety  of  those 
specimens  produced  by  countries 
during  both  World  Wars  and  aptly 
include  war  prisoner  commemorative 
medals.  Similarly,  numerous  his- 
torical "war  prison"  tokens  and 
medals  of  the  American  Revolutio- 
nary War  are  given  attention  here. 


Perhaps  the  most  interesting  examples 
of  this  coinage  would  be  those  pict- 
uresque little  tokens  produced  by  the 
war-ridden  Holy  Roman  Empire  of  the 
German  nation.  In  many  cases  these 
coins  were  of  silver  and  gold, taken 
as  a last  resort  from  the  jewelry  and 
silver  and  gold  furnishings  of  the 
populace  or  the  sacred  vessels  of  the 
churches  and  monasteries,  which  had 
been  turned  in  so  that  the  expenses 
of  the  war  may  be  defrayed.  In  many 
Instances  the  money  consisted  merely 
of  fragments  of  silverware,  still 
showing  its  borders  and  ornaments, but 
counterstar:  ped  with  the  coat  of  arms 
and  insignia  of  the  beleagured  gener- 
als. 

In  his  1915  article  from  The  Numlsma- 
tist, Moritz  Wormser  refers  to  these 
siege  and  necessity  pieces  from  the 
16 th  century  on  through  the  18 th. 
Contained  in  13  pages  are  many  fine 
illustrated  specimens  and  extremely 
detailed  accounts  of  the  historical 
situations  surrounding  them.

SUMMERFEST  MEDALS 

The  Fourth  Annual  Summerfest  in  Mil- 
waukee has  been  marked  by  the  strik- 
ing of  a three-piece  medal  set.  The 
medals  actually  serve  the  dual  pur- 
pose of  commemorating  the  125th  year 
of  the  founding  of  Milwaukee.

MILWAUKEE  COUNTERFEITERS  NAILED 

Two  men  were  arrested  and  thousands 
of  dollars  in  coins  were  confiscated 
in  what  Secret  Service  agents  called 
a nationwide  scheme  to  sell  altered 
money  as  valuable  coins. 

Arrested  were  Keith  C.  Krause,  22, 
operator  of  the  Milwaukee  Coin  Co., 
and  Dennis  L.  Uranls,  40,  of  Brown 
Deer,  Wisconsin. 

Federal  authorities  said  the  plant 
for  altering  the  coins  was  at  Brown 
Deer  and  was  capable  of  counter- 
feiting hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  rare  coins. 

The  coins  had  been  sold  to  mail  or- 
der dealers  as  well  as  collectors, 
according  to  Robert  R.  Burke, agent 
in  change  of  the  Milwaukee  office 
of  the  Secret  Service.

Redbook  Author  R.S.  Yeoman  started 
with  Western  Publishing  Company  in 
1932  and  the  first  Whitman  coin  pro- 
duct was  the  coin  board  invented  by 
J.K.  Post  of  Neenah.
